Cremation. 
LOS ANGELES, THURSDAY MORNING, MAY 21, 1874. 
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A ll (lie current newspaper talk about 
the substitution of cremation for bur­ 
ial, owes its inspiration toa passage in 
the w ill of a rich English eccentric, 
dying a few months ago, whereby the 
sum of £ 5 0 was bequested to the Lon­ 
don Gas Company 011 condition that the 
corporation should cause the testator's 
body to he consumed to ashes in one 
of their great retorts. 
In parts of In ­ 
dia, where the dead are burned, the 
use of peculiar ointments and wood in 
the pyre prevents all geneous exhala­ 
tions, w hile a winding sheet of asbes­ 
tos preseves the ashes in a state of ab­ 
solute purity.

Newspaper Persecution. 


Chief C o c k r il l of San Francisco 
has reached that period in life when 
his days are full of trouble. 
H e was 
elected Chief of the Police over C r o w ­ 


l e y , the 
incumbent, after a hard 
light which no one save himself sup­ 
posed he would win. 
The Chronicle 
fought him through the campaign in 
a mean personal way, and has con­ 
tinued the same style of attack ever 
since his election. 
Lately the Post, 
which 
always 
whistles when the 
Chronicle is going by a graveyard, has 
joined in the attack, and echoes in the 
evening what the Chronicle has howled 
in the morning. The truth is that 
Chief C o c k r il l is not the bad man 
and inefficient officer his maligners 
represent him to be. 
The head and 
front of his offending is that he de­ 
feated the candidate of a faction, and 
that faction is using the Chronicle and 
Post as tools to hound him, in order to 
get even. The Chronicle has always 
been to a great extent under the con­ 
trol of C r o w l e y and his friends. The 
ex-Chief has warm partizans holding 
influential positions on that paper, 
who 
set 
up 
jobs 
on C o c k r i l l 
that 
C h a r l e s 
DeYouno him self 
does not see through or understand. 
The moment the new Chief assumed 
the duties of his affice, the old Chief’s 
agents manufactured the story that 
the faro banks were re-opened. The 
charge was false. It was pretty well 
understood by those on the inside of 
the light, th at the games the Chronicle 
found had not been closed during 
C r o w l e y ' s 
administration. 
The 
Chronicle's attack on the gamblers 
was not prompted by the moral prin­ 
ciples of that paper's publishers, but 
iu the interest of the C r o w l e y fac­ 
tion and against Chief C o c k r il l . 
The war has been pushed against him 
in every conceivable way by the 
Chronicle, in its zeal to serve the ex­ 
Chief and his friends, and by the Post 
in its devotion to the Chronicle. Im ­ 
proper men—men unlit for policemen 
—have been placed on the force for the 
sole purpose of injuring C o c k r i l l . 
These bad men have been paraded as 
evidence of the Chiefs incapacity. 
The whole difficulty is the work of a 
faction struggling to reinstate itself in 
power. The Chronicle and Post may 
be the ignorant, but they are certainly 
the pliant, tools of the C r o w l e y fac­ 
tion. Their position and purpose is so 
well understood that neither of them 
has a particle of influence against 
Chief C o c k r il l with the respectable 
members of all classes and denomina­ 
tions of San Francisco.

The San Francisco Examiner m is­ 
interprets the H e r a l d when it says 
we hold that there are no honest edit­ 
ors on the San Francisco journals. 
The editor of the H e r a l d is too well 
acquainted with the gentlemen who 
do up the second page noncomraittal- 
ism of the metropolitan papers, and 
has too high an opinion of their integ­ 
rity and ability to give utterance to the 
entiment which tho Examiner places 
in his mouth.

Yesterday, in company with Mr. F. 
P. F. Temple, Professor Hobbs and a 
couple of ladies, the editor of the 
H e r a l d paid a visit to Santa Monica, 
the water terminus of theT ruxtouand 
Los Angeles Railroad. The mode of 
conveyance was a four-in-hand ba- 
r«uche, driven by Reynolds, who han­ 
dles the ribbons with nil the grace of 
the elder Sam Weller, and is not 
afraid of “ vidders.” 
LEAVING T H E CITY 
At 10 a . m., we went bowling along at 
a rapid gait, and a few moments after 
12 o’clock alighted on the beach behind 
which the town—beg pardon—thecity 
of Truxton is to stand. Along the 
road on our way down we saw the line 
of stakes which m ark the survey of 
the railroad which will soon he built 
between this city and Truxton. 
In 
passing over the route, the traveler is 
struck with the superior quality of the 
soil which meets the eye from tho 
moment of starting unto the very 
sands of the beach. 
* 
L IK E TH E ROAD TO WILMINGTON, 
The Truxton road will run through a 
rich body of land, extending back 
from either side of the track for miles. 
It is not hazarding much to say that 
soon after thisioau is completed it will 
be lined from this city to the water by 
gardens and cottage homes. 
Over 
nearly the entire area the soil is now 
under cultivation, and there is no ap­ 
parent reason why orange groves and 
orchards should not be cultivated from 
Los Angeles to the ocean beach. 


T llfc RAILROAD 
May be built at the m inim um cost.

noticeable, and so far as our nautical 
judgm ent went a vessel would have 
encountered no difficulty in receiving

company to construct. The indenture 
or bay is 
HALF-MOON SHAPED, 
And extends from San Pedro Point on 
the southeast to the Malaga Point on 
the northwest. 
The distance from 
point to point is about twenty-live 
miles. The water at the point where 
the railroad will strike the bay, deep­ 
ens so rapidly th at a wharf fourteen 
hundred feet in length will reach 
twenty-five foot of water at low tide. A 
few hundred feet farther the water is 
forty or fifty feet deep. 
THE BEACÍI 
Is of fine sand, free of shells, and slopes 
gradually. Santa Monica bay is one of 
the finest, if not the finest, bathing 
localities on the Pacific coast. T hat it 
will become a great place of public 
resort—a second Newport—is the opin­ 
ion of all who visit it. The large area 
of land recently purchased by the rail­ 
road company is a level surface some 
twenty-five feet above high tide, and 
will in a short time after it is subdi­ 
vided ar.d sold in lots of a few acres be 
dotted w ith cottages for the accommo­ 
dation of the thousands who will make 
Truxton a place of Summer resort.

After the party had spent a couple 
of hours in looking over the site of the 
new town, and in imagination built 
half a dozen Nowports, we again took 
our seats in the barouche, and Mr.

darling we should have commenced 
chanting Lord U hlan’s Daughter, but 
a fellow never feels strong in the sen­ 
tim ental when riding with his own 
wife. The strategy of Reynolds over­ 
come the difficulty without a wreck, 
l ie landed the party and dashed the 
team across before the quicksand had 
tim e to swullow up tiie horses. Then 
w ith a boat found on the opposite side 
lie ferried his passengers over. Our 
friends Tell and wife did not happen 
to be at home, but as they had neg­ 
lected to lock tho kitchen door we 
were soon going for the eatables witli 
tho appetite of pirates. 
Tho owners 
of the house soon returned and catch­ 
ing us in the act rewarded the out­ 
rage by furnishing us with a good 
dinner soon prepared by Mrs. Tell, 
consisting of fresh fish, broiled duck, 
roast veal, plenty of vegetables, good 
coffee and excellent wiue. 
A PLACE OF REST. 
Mr. Toll’s sea side house is rapidly 
becoming a place of Sum m er resort 
for a largo num ber of families living 
in this c ity a n d valley 
I t is a quiet 
cosy place. The lagoon affords good 
boating, while the beach is the resort 
of bathers. There is also good fishing 
ground in tho locality. The house is 
sufilciently large to afford accommo­ 
dations for a number of families, while 
judging from our experience, the table 
is all th a t could be desired. 
AFTER pINNER 
Reynolds pointed the animals toward 


thecity. 
\Vc passed over the higher 
land by the splendid plft :e of Mr. Bur­ 
nett and down again into the valley, 
reaching the Clarendon Hotel at hall 
past five o’clock. 
The trip was en­ 
joyed by all and afforded the writer at 
least if not the entire party an oppor­ 
tunity of gathering sundry items of 
value relative to the new railroad and 
the surrounding valley, for all of 
which we, in the name of the party, 
return thanks to that genial and 
obliging gentlem an, Mr. F. P. F. 
Temple. 


LETTER FROM MEMPHIS. 


Ttio “ H e r a l d ” n o t KorPivnl A P la n 
lor »n A rlilii'ial H arb o r. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : During the past 
two months I have been getting my 
news from Los Angeles through the 
columns of your enterprising eotempo- 
rary, the Santa Barbara Press, which 
some kind friend sends me occasion­ 
ally. This means that you have not 
been sending m e the H e r a l d , or it 
lias been stolen in tiie mail. 
1)11) IT EVER OCCUR TO YOU, 
That constructing a magnificent artifi­ 
cial harbor on your coast was not a 
very great undertaking? “ How great,” 
you are ready to ask; aud “what do I 
know about it? ” Suppose you begin at 
San Pedro point and push a stone em ­ 
bankm ent out into the sea, curving to 
the left so as to enclose the deep water 
in front of the old Sail Pedro landing. 
Suppose you begin another at Dead 
Man’s Island, and push it out into the 
sen, curving it to the right so as to en­ 
close the deep water in front of the 
space between San Pedro Landing and 
Tim ms’ [Is Aw-goost alive?]; and 
suppose you m ake the first wing a 
mile long, and the second half that. 
You would have a harbor large enough 
to hold a hundred ships—how many 
more I won’t say. 
W hat would this 
cost? Average tiie depth of water at 
three fathoms, and build your em bank­ 
ment six feet above the water, and we 
would have the depth of the break­ 
water equal to twenty-four feet, or 
eight yards. 
MAKE ITS W ID TH ON TOl* 
Equal to its depth, and let the slope in­ 
side and out be one for one, or an angle 
of forty-five degrees. Then each run­ 
ning xurd of the em bankm ent would 
he equal to one-hundred and twenty- 
eight cubic yards. 
Multiply this by 
the length of the two wings, viz.: 2,6uo 
yards, and you will find that the whole 
structure will hold 337,020 cubic yards 
of stone rubble; which a t one dollar 
per yard—an outside price—would give 
you a harbor at less cost than you can 
construct twenty miles of railroad! 
Possibly such a breakwater m ight not 
stand against continuous fierce gales; 
hut there can be no reason why it 
would not answer at a point where a 
wharf is sale. 
If a wharf at Truxton 
will be safe, then it will be equally 
safe to m ake a harbor. A harbor 
would add an immense prestige which 
you do not now possess. 
Freights 
would bo cheaper than a t present, and 
direct trade with far off countries could 
be more readily established. It' you 
expect to smelt great quantities of ores 
you must have coal, and coal must 
come from abroad, and come directly 
and cheaply. 
It will not bear lighter­ 
age and handling.

TRAGEDY NEAR SAN DIEGO. 


A F a m ily M u rd ered —la ilim is tit© Sup- 
pose.I .11 u rtle re i* . 
The Sun Diego Union of yesterday 
has a long account of tho discovery by 
Mr. Chapin of the family of John 
Overend, murdered in their home, at 
La Jolla, three miles from San Die- 
guito and twenty-six miles from San 
Diego. Mr. Chapin was passing the 
Overend place Monday forenoon,when 
he noticed th at nothing was stirring 
about the premises, which appeared to 
be deserted. H e approached the house 
and saw lying near, the dead body of 
John Overend. 
The head was horri­ 
bly mangled and bloody. Entering 
the house he encountered a stench so 
horrible that lie was obliged to rush to 
the door, nearly fainting. H e once 
more entered, and found the corpses of 
Mrs. Overend and two of the children. 
One of the little ones was covered with 
a cloth, which he raised and found the 
face in an advanced state of decompo­ 
sition. The dreadful affluvia gave evi­ 
dence that the people had been m ur­ 
dered several days. 
Mr. Chapin did 
not search for the other two children, 
(there were four in the family) but 
was convinced that their bodies must 
he somewhere oil the premises, as if 
they had been spared they would have 
found their way to some neighboring 
place. The yoimgest child is supposed 
to have been but a few months old. 
The Overend 
house is near Mr. 
Chapin’s ranch, but is somewhat iso­ 
lated, being three or fourm ilcsdistant 
from any neighbors. 
It is supposed 
that the deed was done by Indians for 
the sake of plunder, although nothing 
upon which to base any suspicion had 
been noted at the time our informant 
left. 
Overend was an elderly man and 
had resided in the neighborhood of 
San Dieguito for the last four or five 
years, and is well known in town. He 
cultivated a small farm, and raised a 
good deal of m arket produce. 
He also 
owned some stock, cows, horses, etc.
